PICTURESQUE NOMADS OF THE
STEPPES OF ASBIA,

fhe Milking Mour s Thelr Chief
Amusement - Murringe an Import
ant Aflale—A Bride's Dress.

HE Kirghese sre n nomsdic
tribe, living in tho gteppes of
Agin, north of the Caspiau
[ Sen, aud among the environs
of lIs«i-Kul. They are ono of the most
interesting and pieturesque tribes of
that wild and barbarie country, fer
the renson that they make no pretense
to civilization, yet live in compnrative
comfort, with the sume primitive cns-
toms which their sucostors maintained
before them,  Their houkes aro bam-
boo or wicker huty, which are apeén to
the wonther in snmmer, but in winter
are thatehed with heavy blankets of
their own maunfactore and walled
with solid mosses of snow fifteen fest
high. Thoso are pressod agninst the
dwellings, mnking them sir-tight sud
shutting ont the severe cold of that
rigorons olimate. A holo in the side
admits light, or at lenst as much of itas
those children of the wilds make use
of, Like the Indiaus, they sit or re-
eline about their fires on deerskin ol
their own ouring, and add the smoke
of their pipes to the clouds that em-
| ansate from the fire, not minding in
the least the stifling stmosphere.

To these nomads life in mostly a
holidny. Their laws are simplo aad
teaditional, a chiof settling all their
disputes with a royal sutoerncy. They
are not warlike ns are their neighbors
the Cossacks, and give much nttention
$o the hunt and & rude sort of agrioul-
ture. The women, who dress almost
| exactly like the men exeept ou holi-
days or at weddings, do the greater
]m'rl of the domestio work, 1t in thoy
who manufactnre in large quantities
that delightinl beverage which is
known varionsly to Europeans ns
kumys, koumiss, kumise, and is made
of mares’ milk.

The evening and morning amusa-
ment of the Kirghese in the milking
hour. Then the herdsof goats, camels,
mares and colts are driven in from
pasture, and the women tnrn out in
their mannish costumes snd high fur
hats—if it is winter—to milk snd
ohatter. It in, thon, n labor of love,
sinoe they nll love kumys, which is
their substitute for whisky, It is
really a strong intoxicant when fer-
mented with & mixtnre of ssser’ milk,
goats’ milk and oamels’ milk, making
a liguor go strong that one glnss of it
will npset s lemperate Enropean,
while a native will imbibe eight or ten
glasses befors hie lowes his hmu?. The
Kirghese sip their komys _with true
approciation of its exhilarating prop-
crties, and all the fime thit oan be
pparad from eating is set sside lor
| drinking, when men, Women anid chil-

dren alike participate. |

When the Kirghese move their
guarters from on# valley or mountain

| to another they make it the ocoasion
of groat hilarity snd feasting. Then
the women wear the gay ocostumes of
merry-makers, riding horsebnek like
men, driving the herds hefore them,
among whinh the children are dis-
tribnted in paniers by themselves on
